BOOK that must be banned ! From 


a turbulent session of the inquisi- 
torial Star Chamber, as constituted in 
Elizabeth’s day, to the quiet court at Bow 
street, with its dignified magistrate 
declaiming against a recently published 
novel and ordaining iis suppression, is a 

. far cry. Yet, upon the common ground 
of the punishable author the two extremes 
of the practice apportioning justice meet, 
though it be only momentarily. The 
administration of that justice finds them 
fiying instantly apart again; for, though 
the analogy between the cases’ of John 
Stubbs, of Lincoln’s Inn, and the author 
of the latest novel to be banned obtains 
- jn the circumstances that both were 
, judged guilty of writing books that called 
' for summary suppression, the difference 
between their punishments is as the 
difierence between cheese and chalk. 
eohn Stubbs, indeed, in some ways was 

‘ unfortunate. Actuated by the highest and 
most disinterested motives, he merely 
produced a book upon the subject of 
Elizabeth's contemplated marriage to a 
Frenchman, pointing out the evils that, 
as he divined. would probably arise there- 
from, and ending with a passionate plea 
io the mind and heart of the Sovereign. 
Actually, he did prevent the Queen from 
plunging into folly; there is evidence the 
book achieved its purpose, although it 
was allowed, comparatively, so short a 
life. The Star Chamber, nevertheless, 
hauled Stubbs before them, since to 
criticise the motives of royalty either by 


tongue or pen was a dire offence. 
Besides oy PQ the immediate 
suppression of his book, they ordained that 
Stubbs should have his right hand 


severed at the wrist—which act was duly 
performed—and thus should be constrained 
to write less dangerous books with his left 
hand if he would still make his voice 
heard in London—which he did, 


THE CASE OF PARSONS. 


Yet, unfortunate as was this critic of 
a contemplated act of royalty, compared 
with the penalty exacted from an author 
of a banned book in the twentieth century, 
the circumstance remains that, in the 
light of the sentence passed upon one 
Lidward Parsons by the Star Chamber, 


and duly executed, he was just as 
singularly fortunate. Like Stubbs, 
Parsons took as his subject royalty, 


though undoubtedly from meaner motives. 
He-wrote a big book questioning the right 
of Elizabeth’s succession to the throne. 
Jt. was ‘no sooner off the press and 
distributed, than the Star Chamber had 
every copy confiscated, heaped in a pile 
around its author, and the whole 
publicly burned. Nor did the temarious 
printer esqape either; his shop was razed 
to the ground, and he himself hanged, 
drawn and quartered in approved fashion. 
These facts illustrate the lengths to which 
the Star Chamber were prepared to go’ 
when thoroughly rouséd. The history of 
the banned book in Britain, indeed, has 


jew more horrible chapters than that 
filed by Edward Parsons and his 
printer. 


Tie censorship of books by burning 
dates back almost as far as the history o 
books themselves. As Isaac Disraeli puts 
it in his ‘“‘ Curiosities of Literature,’’ 
“‘the Romans burnt the books of the 
Jews, of the Christians, of the 
plulosophers ; the Jews burnt the books of 
the pagans and the Christians, and the 
Christians burnt the books of the 
Pagans and the Jews.’’ The whole- 
sale flavour of these burnings, however, 
hardly accords with the true censorship 
It reminds us of the ravages of 
the Puritans who burnt every book and 
pamphlet that bore the slightest vestige 
of Popish origin, irrespective of its worth. 
Jf Shakespeare had been a Roman 
Catholic, it is probable that his works 
would have suffered a like fate. 

For three hundred years, however, book- 
burning, sometimes accompanied with the 
maltreatment of authors, persisted. It 
died out gradually, towards the close of 
the eighteenth century, but even at that 
time it had not been abolished by law. 
Usually the fiat went forth against all 
books expressing heretical opinions on 
religion, on politics, on famous people of 
the day, and especially (as we have seen) 
on the concerns of royalty. One dares 
say that many of the scurrilous pro- 
ductions of the sixteenth century and 
seventeenth century England deserved the 
fate that overtook them; literature 
ee has not suffered many irreparable 
osses in the process. 

‘Banning’? was not necessarily 
synonymous with suppression. There are 
one or two books existent to-day that made 
big bonfires in the churchyard of old St. 
Paul's and at various other -spots about 
old ‘London. Sir Walter Raleich’s 
**History of the World,” is one. How 
far,the Court reaction egainst that great 
adventurer was responsible for the 
burning we do not know, but there is 
nothing in the work, as we have it to- 
day, that appears to call f-r burning. 
George Wither, the Puritan, wrote a 
satire, ‘Abuses Stript and Whipt,” a 
“sharp and fierece phillip against the

£65,000 ACTION. 


CASE AGAINST REVENUE 
COMMISSIONERS. 

_ (BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA, 

rhe case of Duggan, turf commis- 
sion agent, who is claiming £65,000 damages 
trom the Revenue Commissioners, ey “MR 
fore the Court on an application, on behalf 
of the plaintiff, for discovery of documents. 
When the motion was before the Master of 
the High Court last Wednesday it was put 
into the judge’s hist, counsel for the defen- 
dants stating that they desired time to put 
in an affidavit. 

The plaintiff's claim of £65,000 is made up 
of two claims of £10,000 each for alleged 
trespass on his registered office, 38 St. 
Stephen s Green, on December 3, 4, 5 and 12, 
and on the residence of his manager, Charles 
Bigger, on December 6; £10,000 for the 
slieged removal of books from his office and 
from the residence of Mr. Bigger; £10,000 
for the alleged detention of the books and an 
order for their return: and £25,000 for 
alleged conspiracy by defendants and others 
to commit the acts complained of and to in- 
jure plaintiff in his business, credit and re- 
putation. Plaintiff also seeks an injunction 
to restrain the defendants from a repetition 
of the acts complained of. 


The defendants are William O’Brien. W. 
D. Carey and M. V. Nolan, Revenue Com- 
missioners, and D. Healy and E. L. Elkins, 


officers of the Department of the Revenue 
Commissioners.

Duggan also stated that his private otlice was 
searched, and he learned that the private 
ressdences of two of his employés had been 
raided and books and documents taken away. 
He had been advised that the Commissioners 
had not any power under the Statutes to 
remove any documents, and he demanded 
their instant return. He pointed out that 
hitherto he had opened his premises fully to 
investigation by the officers, and all docu- 
ments requested by them were placed regu- 
larly. before them every fortnight. Since 
the Act was introuced he had strictly com 
plied with the requirements of the Act, and 
he could not cenceive that the Commisioners 
had authorised anyone to act in the manner 
he had described. 
A letter from defendants’ stated in 
reply that the documents were removed 
ander instructions from the Commissioners in 
accordance with powers and regulations under 
the statute.

The plaintiff persisting in his refusal to pro 
duce the documents, they informed him thai 
they would search his premises, and did so. 
They found that all the documents, produc- 
tion of which had been demanded, had been 
removed, except a few duplicates of the 
weekly statements of account. These they 
removed, but before removal they showed 
them to Mr. Bigger, who informed them that 
they were of no use to him. 

The decuments so removed, stated the 
affidavit, showed a large number of bets 
which did not appear in the weekly returns 
furnished by the plaintiff, and in respect of 
which the duty payable had not been paid, 
although in almost every case in which the 
hacker had won, duty had been deducted 


from the backer by the plaintiff. They dis 

closed other irregularities which were now 

the subject matter of proceedings in the 
District Court against the plaintiff. 
INSPECTION ALLOWED. 

The affidavit further set out that on 22nd 


inst. the plaintiff's solicitor was allowed to 
inspect all the documents which had been 
removed from plaintiff's offices, and was still 
engaged on that inspection. In addition to 
the documents removed, the plaintiff's solici- 
tor was afforded an opportunity of inspect- 
ing other different documents relating to the 
matter at issue, not part of the documents 
removed. Plaintiff expressed his appreciation 
of the courtesy he received and of the aid 
rendered him in making the inspection and 
taking copies. The plaintiff could have, and 
had Sireoky had, full inspection of the docu- 
ments removed from his office. 

Mr. Bewley said that no letter had been 
received by them seeking inspection of docu- 
ments for the purposes of the statement of 
claim. They were under no obligation what- 
ever to furnish the plaintiff with either in- 
spection. or copies, but, in fact, they had 
given him full inspection of all the documents 
removed. That was uncontradicted. 

Mr. Wood—It is in Mr, O’Reilly’s affidavit.

It appeared 
that on the 70th September a number of 
licences were obtained in the names of persons 
who were not fishermen, and that these 
licences were obtained, according to the ap- 
plicant, merely for the purpose of enabling 
the persons in whose names they were taken 
out to vote at the election of conservators. 
Counsel contended that these were not valid 
licences, inasmuch as they were not obtained 
for the purpose of fishing, and were taken 


out at a time when, under the bye-laws, 
fishing could not take place by means of 
drift nets under these licences. The bve-laws

AN ALLEGED CODICIL.

Mr. Lynch, K.C., who, with Mr. Fitz- 
scerald. K.C., and Mr. McGucken (instructed 
by Mr. H. B. O’Hanlon) appeared for the de- 
fendant, applied to have the case taken out 
of the list of jury cases for trial during the 
present term, with liberty to set it down for 
hearing on or after the Ist of next May. 
Mrs. Croker at present was, he said, and for 
some time had been engaged in litigation to 
which she had been forced by reason of the 
fact that she was defendant in no less than 
three actions, and she stated that her attend- 
necessary for at least some time 
during the hearing of these actions in 
America.

He had an affidavit from the Clerk 
of the Board of Health, stating that the 
Board had how decided to entorce the Acts 
in future; and in that state of affairs he 
suggested that their lordships might, on his 
undertaking that the Vaccination Acts would 
he enforced in the future, make no rule on 
this motion, and make no for costs 
against the Board. He thought that that 
course had been adopted in the case of the 
Carlow Union. The Board was now deter- 
mined’ to carry out the Acts. and he did not 
think that it would be necessary to make the 
conditional order absolute. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan said that he under- 
stood that that was what had been done in 
a previous case, with satisfactory results. 
They would receive the undertaking given by 
Mr. Hamilton on behalf of the Board, and 
give liberty to the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment and Public Health to apply at any 
time in case that the undertaking was not 
carried out. They would make the special 
defendants (Peter P. Daly, John Twomey, 
Michael Phelan, Thomas Territt and Thomas 
Tytian) pay the costs.

Mrs. Mary Molloy had a summons against 
Mr. Brunicardi for an alleged assault in the 
Evening Herald Office, Abbey street, Dublin. 

Mr. Alex Lynn (instructed by Mr. Boyle 
and Messrs. William Smith and Son) appeared 
for Mrs. Molloy. 

Mr. Norman Reddin, solicitor, held a 
watching brief for Mrs. Brunicardi and Mr. 
Joseph Sandes. 

Detective Otticer O Connor said that there 
were three summonses in the case, and he 
would ask the Justice to take them together. 
One was for publishing to Mrs. Brunicardi 
a defamatory libel on her husband; another 
was for publisliing to one Joseph Sandes a 
defamatory libel on Mr. Brunicardi; and the 
third summons was for threatening to publish 
a defamatory libel on Mr. Brunicardi, with 
a view to inducing him to confer an office 
of profit on the defendant. 

LETTERS. 

From 1925 to 1927 the defendant was 
employed by the Evening Herald as a social 
correspondent, and in 1927 her services were 
dispensed with by the editor of that 
paper, and some time afterwards she pro- 
ceeded to write letters to Mr. Brunicardi, one 
of which was the subject of a summons. 

Mr. Michael Brunicardi, Tudor House, 
Dalkey, then entered the witness box. In 
reply to Detective O’Connor, he said that he 
had been editor o fthe Hvening Herald for 
the past five years. He had employed Mrs. 
Mary Molloy as a reporter for dances, racing 
social paragraphs generally, 


from April, 1925, to November, 1927. About 
November 22. 1927, her services were dis- 


pensed with. He told her that they would 
not require her stuff any more, as it could be 
done by reporters on the staff. 
Shortly after leaving Mrs. Molloy wrote 
some letters to witness, and on January 4 
this year he received the letter produced, 
which was signed in Mrs. Molloy’s hand- 
writing. In the letter were enclosed cuttings 
from the Evening Herald. 
Witness read the letter, as follows :— 
“You must cease publishing stuff like the 
enclosed. This is my work, which you must 
restore at once, otherwise the fight goes on 
to the end. As long you are my co- 
respondent, who has wrecked my life, 1 shall 
go into the building any time I like, and | 
am ready to picket this evening in case I 
see any of McCartan’s efforts!in the Herefd. 
I have a card ready which displays the words : 
‘The editor of the Herald—a moral assassin,’ 
and other things you won't, like. 
‘‘T am very anxious to be arrested, and 1 
stayed in the whole morning to let them take 
me. I am writing to Sandes to explain that 
while you are editor of the Herald his con- 
certs will be boycotted, for I have now 
sufficient proof of your relations with the 
other woman.

Youth in Camera. 


We regret that we misled our readers a 
week ago, Commenting on the Church of 
Ireland’s Conference of Youth, which will 
begin next Monday, we wrote: "' Of course, 
the discussions will be public.” We had 
assumed that publicity was an essential 
condition of the Conference and that all its 
meetings would be open to the Press. 
To-day, however, the Committee announces 
that the proceedings will be private. The 
Press will be excluded, and the Church’s 
members. must be content with the Com- 
mittee’s daily notes and final report, 
which, as we may suppose, will be made 
safe for democracy, This decision has 
been taken “in order that the discussions 
within the Conference may be frank erd 
unfettered.’” During the week the young 
delegates will be invited to criticise the 
Churth’s personnel and organisation, the 
value of her Services, and her attitude to 
other Churches,' to social questions and 
to the problems of sex. It is manifest 
that the Committee’s refusal to allow the 
newspapers to report this criticism has 
been inspired by a twofold fear. There 
was the fear that, in the presence of the 
Press, the discussions might .not be 
“frank and unfettered.’? There was the 
further fear that, if the presence of the 
Press should fail to frighten the delegates, 
the free publication of their “frank and 
unfettered ” speech might have em- 
barra~-‘xg results. If home and school 
have .done their work properly, why 
should any young Churchman be 
afraid to stand over his convictions in 
print? Why should the Church be 
| embarrassed by the frankest criticism 
from loyal sons? If it is foolish criticism, 
it will fall; if it is wise criticism, it de- 
serves all the publicity that newspapers 
can give to it. 

We lament the Committee’s decision for 
at least three reasons. In the first place, 
it is a departure from tradition. The 
Church of Ireland always has done her 
vital business in the open air. At times 
her discussions of finance and organisation 
at the General Synod have been used as 
weapons against her, but she never has 
hesitated to prefer inconvenience to 
secrecy. We think that the policy was 
sound, and so we dislike the innovation of 
this private conference. In the next 
place, we fear that the privacy will do 
much to defeat the Conference’s most 
admirable purpose. That purpose was to 
enlist the brains and ardour of the 
Church’s youth—which are being diverted 
increasingly to secular interests—in the 
Church’s spiritual and social work. 
Naturally, as the Committee knew from 
the outset, youth has the defects of its 
qualities. It is generous, but often rash ; 
bold, but. impatient; contemptuous of 
consequences and apt to deride experience. 
-Our assumption was that, for the sake of 
the qualities, the organisers of this Con- 
ference would have reconciled themselves 
to the defects—would have taken the risks 
that always attend the invocation of 
untried forces. Here, if ever, was an 
occasion for a large and trustful gesture 
to the Church’s youth. To-day the Com- 
mittee’s gesture is seen to be awkward and 
half-hearted. In effect, it declares: “ We 
invite. you to unburden your souls, but 
we reserve the right to sub-edit their out- 
pourings.” ‘ Your sons and your daughters 
shall prophesy,” says the Prophet Joel ; 
but the Church of Ireland's sons and 
daughters must ptophesy, it appears, under 
the censorship of a Committee. |

South African Affairs. 


next Tuesday, when a motion of 
fidence’’ in the Government, standing in 
General Smuts’s name, will be taken in 
the Cape Town Parliament. A general 
election will be held in June, and a 
highly interesting contest is expected. 
General Hertzog and his Nationalist 
colleagues have been losing ground 
steadily since the return of the Premiet 
from the Imperial Conference at London 
in the winter of 1926. He announced, 
when he arrived in South Africa, that 
republicanism as a political issue was 
dead, that the Union had achieved a fully 
satisfactory status at the Imperial Con- 
ference, and- that henceiorward all good 
South Africans would work together, irre- 
spective of their party affiliations. General 
Smuts, leader of the South African Party, 
welcomed General Hertzog’s apparent con- 
version, and for a time there really 
seemed to be a chance of South African 
unity. The Nationalist Premier, however, 
was not long back among his extremist 
friends before he forgot his London under- 
takings and once more launched forth on 
an anti-British campaign. He was sup- 
ported in this move by several of hig 
Ministers, including Mr. Tielman Roos, 
the ablest of them all. The flag issue was 
raised by the Government, and within a 
few weeks the good work of years was un- 
done. In the process, however, General 
Hertzog lost the confidenca of a large 
section of the South African people. This 
condition of affairs has been complicated 
further by the recent conclusion of a trade 
treaty between the Union of South Africa 
and the German Republic, extending to 
the latter virtually all the advantages of 
imperial preference. The British element 
in South Africa naturally resent¢ this 
treaty, which has not yet been ratified by 
the Union Parliament. It will come up 
for ratification during the present session, 
and, as it has been ratifie# already by the 
German Reichstag, the problem of its 
amendment presents almost insuperable 
difficulties. In view of the widespread 


general policy, as well as the objections, 
to the treaty itself, there is, at least, a 
possibility that it will. be rejected, in 
which event General Hertzog will find him- 
self in an exceedingly awkward position. 
Whether or not the Union Parliament 
accepts the treaty, it is quite certain that, 
even if the Premier survives the “ no- 
confidence’’ vote next week, he will go to 
the country in June in a very much 
weakened position. Every. day he is losing 
popularity, and his native policy, on 
which he proposes to fight the elec- 
tion, has cost him much support. General 
Smuts, on the other hand, maintains the 
great reputation which he won during, 
and immediately after, the war. The 
people of South Africa are beginning to 
realise that his policy of sane co-operation 
between Briton and Boer is the only 
sound policy for the Union, and we shall 
be surprised if he does not return to 
power next June, 


Paper for Farmers, 


Housewives are acquainted with a 
system called “ paper-bag cookery,’’ and 
now, it seems, we are to hear of a’ sort of 
paper-bag agriculture. Bands of paper are 
used in the Hawaii Islands to cover the soil 
between lines of growing pineapples. La 
Nature, a French § scientific Journal, 
reports that the soil benefits so much by 
its paper coating, and yields such con- 
siderably better pineapples, that the 
system is being introduced in many other 
kinds of cultivation. Cotton, sugar-cane, 
beans, tomatoes and potatoes all have 
been found to benefit by the use of paper. 
Rolls similar to those used in the printing 
of newspapers are employed. They are 
mounted on rollers which are drawn across 
the fields by horses, unfolding the paper in 
long, flat bands at intervals. of about a 
yard. TY earth is turned over the ed ges 
of the bands in order to prevent the 
removal! of the paper by the wind. Photo- ' 
graphs of fields thus prepared show them 
as barred with alternate’ white and black. 
The pineapples are planted along the 
sides of the paper bands, and cultivators 
work from the earthen passages between 
the rows. Every growing plant. has, on 
the one side, clear soil, and on the other 
soil covered by paper. The effect oí the 
paper cover is. to maintain a warm 
humidity and an even temperature. In 
the day-time that portion of the soil 
which is shielded by paper is cooler than 
the uncovered soil; during the night it is 
‘warmer... By day and night it is neither 
drenched nor parched. Thus the roots of 
the growing plant always can draw upon 
soil that is in the most favourable condi. | 
tion for the yielding of plant foods.

: Cordova. & 
Cordova, the birthplace of Lucan, of 
Seneca and of Averroes, is not the least 
venerable of the cities of Europe. It is 
best known, perhaps, outside of Spain, for 
its former manufacture of Cordovan 
leather, or ‘‘ cordwain,’’ from goat hide. 
The Madrid Correspondent of The Times 
describes interesting celebrations: which 
are in .progress in Cordova to-day. 
Precisely a thousand years ago, this month, 
the Moorish Emir who then held sway in 
Cordova proclaimed a Caliphate, by which 
‘he demanded recognition as “ Prince of 
Believers and Defender of the Religion of 
Allah.” An exhibition, lectufes and 
visits to the city’s Moorish monuments are 
serving to celebrate the millenary of that 
notable moment in Cordova’s history. 
Most considerable of the Moorish antiqui- 
ties is the.mosque, which formerly was the 
most splendid piece of Islamic religious 
architecture in Europe, although now: it 
forms but the decayed outer court of the 
cathedral. The setting up of the Caliphate 
of Cordova marked the beginning of the 
most brilliant period of Moorish dominion 
in the Iberian peninsula. A million sub 
jects acknowledged the Spanish Caliph.

Her Majesty returned to London 
in the afternoon.

PRESIDENTS LETTER. 


— 


The fiitth annual general meeting of the 
liish Kennel Club was held Jast night im 
Jury's Hotel, Dublin. In the absence of Mr. 
Justice Hanna, president of the club, the 
chair was taken by Mr. Henry B. Fottrell, 
solicitor, 

PRESIDENT’S LETTER. 

Mr. Justice Hanna, in a letter to the 
Secretary, stated that the members of Ard 
Comhairle are elected by the Specialist Clubs 
as constituencies and not to represent them 
particularly. ‘The broad and main idea was 
to have kennel government in Ireland con- 
trolled by the best-informed brains and 
soundest judgments they could get. When 
the constitution was drafted in 1922 the only 
hasic constituency available was the Specialist 
Club. 

“I am of opinion that every dog club or 
society should have facilities for affiliating 
to the TIrish Kennel Club. It is 
contrary to the spirit of our 
administration to make outcasts of any asso- 
ciation of reputable fanciers, or drive them 
to join any other particular club. We should 
not interfere with individual freedom in this 
wmatter... 

“I am not sure that the time is not ap- 
proaching when the basis of representation 
should be changed from the specialist clubs, 
but this would involve a change in the con- 
stitution, a matter to be carefully dealt with. 
In our present Council of 1929 we have 29 
members. Of these twelve are blue terrier 
enthusiasts, leaving seventeen to be drawn 
from all the other breeds. This gives the 
appearance of want of balance from the 
broad point of view, as distinguished from 
the club point of view. I think a possible 
solution would be to have the breed as the 
constituency, the number of members from 
the breed to be in proportion to current regis- 
trations, or current average of exhibits de- 
rived from the Green Star figures. | calculate 
that this would give a council of about 
fifteen or eighteen—large enough for useful 
administration.”’ 


THE REPORT. 

In the secretary's annual report, Mr. R. 
J. Quirke stated that the club’s prestige had 
mecreased. The outstanding feature of their 
success in 1928 was the record entry of 
2,079 received for the Kennel Club Show 
on the 17th of March. Nothing even re- 
motely approaching such a total had ever 
before been received at any show in Ireland. 
In addition to the Kennel Club Show, there 
were seven other shows that showed better 
organisation than ever before, and also in- 
creased their usefulness, In 1928 there was 
a total of twelve shows held, as compared 
with seventeen shows in 1927. Shows fell 
i at Kilkenny, Midleton, Mallow, 
Blue Cross, Nenagh, Irish Cairn Terrier Club 
Show and Ballinasloe, while two shows were 
revived—namely, the Dublin Irish Blue 
Terrier Show and Carlow. The registrations 
remain in or about the same as in the pre- 
vious year, 1,740 dogs having been registered 
In 1928, as compared with 1,766 in 1927. 

During the year there were 44 new mem- 
bers elected. ree others resigned, and the 
membership of 37 persons was cancelled for 
non-payment of subscriptions, the result being 
a net increase of only four. The amount 
collected in members’ subscriptions was 
LA 15s. less than the figure for 1927. Six 
lite members were elécted, as compared with 
two in 1928. 

The financial statement showed that the 
total income of the club for the year was 
£608, the expenditure being £576. The aseets 
were given as £882. 

Mr. D. McMenamin, Dublin, who proposed 
the adoption of the report, expressed his 
regret at the diminution in the shows and 
at the “* grousing’’ which exhibitors indulged 
mt when they were not successful. 

Mr. J, J. Malone, in seconding the motion, 
sliuded to the absence of standards in judg- 
ing at provincial shows. 

The Chairman, in declaring the report 
acopted, admitted that the Club had passed 
through a depressing financial period,

PRESENTATION OF FINAL 
REPORT. 
SERVICE AND MEETINGS 
IN DUBLIN.

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At a special service held yesterday morning 
in Christ Church Cathedral, Dublin, in con- 
nection with the presentation of the sixth 
and final report of the World’s Call, the 
Bishop of Ossory, preaching from the words, 
“Why sleep ye? Rise and Pray,’’ said that 
this was the text which the Bishop of Salis- 
bury took for his sermon at the opening 
Service of the Great World Call Convention 
in York Minster, 

It was inspiring .. to 
the walls of _ the 
church, which was mellowed by thirteen 
centuries of Christian worship, and in 
which Edwin, King of Northumbria, 
was baptised. Nearly three thousand dele- 
gates were present from every part of Eng- 
land, Ireland, Scotland and Wales; bishops, 
priests, laymen and laywomen of every. age 
and class, and of every school of thought. 
They met with one great purpose—to receive 
the sixth World-Call report; to learn lessons 
from that report with penitence and prayer 
and self-dedication ; to prepare themselves and 
to go back to their parishes and dioceses 
aflame with a new ardour, to stir up the 
Church to a greater zeal and earnestness in 
the cause of Jesus Christ. It was a wonderful 
setting for a mest inspiring gathering, and 
the epirit of God was there. 

The World-Call was first sounded in 
January, 1926, but it did not meet with the 
responee that was expected. The Church, as 
a whole. had not responded to the Call. The 
great. mass of people did little or nothing tor 
the work of the Lord, and the reason for this 
was because of the lack of faith, of real self- 
dedication, and of prayer. 

A STARTLING STATEMENT. 

The Bishop of Salisbury said on that 
occasion jn York Minster a very startling 
thing—that he was persuaded that a number 
of Church-going people, even communicants, 
rarely or never knelt at their bedsides every 
morning and evening for prayer. He 
was eure that the Bishop had good 
reason for what he said. Personallv 
he could not think that what the Bishop of 
Salisbury said was true of Ireland, unless 
he was very mistaken. There were few of 
their Irish Church people who did not knee! 
morning and evening for at least a few brief 
words of prayer. None the less, one could 
not but agree with the bishop that the great 
weakness in the Church of Ireland, as in 
the Church of England, was in this matter 
of prayer. Prayer meant power; in response 
to prayer God came to man and strengthened 
him for goodness and service. 


MISSIONARY WORK.

ARCHBISHOP OF DUBLIN’S 
BHEAS 

““Oné of the great things about this move- 
ment is that, though the inspiration came 
from the Missionary Council of the Church, 
the work of the World Call has been done 
by the Church at Jarge,’’ the Archbishop of 
Dublin said yesterday when presiding at the 
afternoon meeting in the Diocesan Hall, 
Dublin, on the occasion of the presentation 
of the sixth and final report of the World 
Call. 

‘* Missionary work,” His Grace continued, 
“ig not the business of certain selected 
bodies; it is the work of the Church itself. 
The Chureh itself should be a missionary 
organisation; now that ideal seems to be em- 
hodied in quite a new way in the meetings 
in connection with the World Call, To me 
it is a matter of tremendous satisfaction that 
the various societies have been brought to- 
gether in this work as one great 
organisation, and we are enabled 
to view the whole problem as a 
single thing. We are able to take the whole 
problem together and survey it piece by 
piece; we do not have to leave anything 
aside because it does not belong to a par- 
ticular society.” 

The Rev. C. H. Gill, Secretary of the 
London Jews’ Society, said he hoped everyone 
would read and study the report. It had 
been said that it was the best of all the re- 
ports that had come out so far upon the 
World Call, and was going to cause a revolu- 
tion in the attitude of the Church towards 
Jewish missions. One thing that stood out 
in it was repentance for the treatment that 
had been meted out to the Jews by 
Christian peoples. Nothing hinders the work 
among the Jews so much as the age-long per- 
secution. They have learnt that there are 
two forms of Christianity—the persecuting 
form and the Christianity we have here in 
these freer lands. 

THE COLOUR PREJUDICE. 

The Rev. A. Sinclair Stevenson spoke on 
the Oriental dispersion. It was wonderful, 
he said, to read of tiie movements of popula- 
tions in the last few years. There was no- 
thing like it for a thousand or two thousand 
years. There are not less than 10,000 young 
men and women in universities in foreign 
lands; nearly half of them in these islands. 
These young people will be leaders in their 
own countries when they go back. We have 
an opportunity to show them how Chris- 
tianity 1s worked out in the ordinary daily 
life’ of a nation. What is the actual fact? 
These people go back day by day and year 
by year full of hatred and contempt i-r our 
religion and for our ways and customs. 

THE UBIQUITOUS JEW. 

The Bishop of Ossory presided at 
evening meeting. “eth: 

The Rev. C. H. Gill spoke of the sigm- 
ficance of the fact that the Jews were every- 
where to be found in positions of authonty 
and importance. In New York, the financial 
capital of the world, they largely dominated 
the financial life of the city. In all the large 
cities of the United States there were Jews 
to be found in many of the leading positions. 

In Buenos Aires there were forty thousand 
Jews. A leading educationalist had said 
that the future of education in the Argentine 
depended on the Jews, because in all the 
schools they were coming to the top. Three- 
fifths of the trade of Egypt was in the hands 
of the Jews, and nine-tenths of the trade 
of Morocce, Rumania and Poland. 

In Abyssinia there were thousands of black 
Jews, tracing their descent from the time 
of King Solomon. Among hem there had 
been some thousands of baptisms; they 
formed a live element in the Christian Church 
there. ‘n the World Call report. the doctors 
and lawyers in Hungary were stated to be 
49 per cent. Jews; in Budapest over 70 per 
cent. were Jews by birth. 

TREND TO CHRISTIANITY. 

The Rev. C. R. Farrow, South America 
Missionary Society, spoke of the inadequate 
knowledge of the state of things in South 
America, and the inadequate support given 
in the t to the missionary work there. 
The call from that land came from ten 
million Indians, a large number of whom 
had never come in contact with civilisation 
or heard the Gospel. For many years the 
Irish Church had set an example by the 
interest it had shown in the work in South 


America.

THE VALUE OF LOCAL: 
THOUGHT. 


: Said 
MINISTER’S ADDRESS IN 
LIMERICK.

At a meeting of the Limerick Central 
Branch of the Cumann na nGaedheal, held 
in the Town Hall,. Limerick, Jast night, Mr. 
Richard Mulcahy, Minister for Local Govern- 
ment and Public Health, dealt at some 
jength with the question of city government, 
as shown by the report of the Greater Dublin 
Commission and the Cork City Management 
Act. 

Looking back over the progress of the last 
six years, he said, it might be said that the 
nation appréached ‘the problem of local 
government in a pot erage manner. <A 
close student of public affairs who had been 
absent from Ireland for some years, had 
stated that the work done since 1922 in the 
reorganisation. of local government machi- 
nery deserved much more public 
attention than it had received. Traditional- 
ism or-sentimentalism had -not been allowed 
to interfere with the introduction of methods 
that were purely modern, without which 
modern problems could not be properly dealt 
with 

THE COMMISSIONER SYSTEM. 

‘There. was a definite improvement brought 
about in Cork and Dublin, he said, by the 
Commissioners, with reduced taxation and 
better services generally. In Cork the rates 
had been reduced from 20s. 2d. in 1925 to 
17s. 9d. in 1929, while in Dublin the rates 
had been reduced from 19s. 2d. to 14s. 8d. 
While the reduction in Cork umounted to 
28. 4d. and in Dublin to 4s. 6d., the reduc- 
tion in Limerick was 8d. from 22s, 6d, to 
Zls. 10d. The rates in Limerick now were 
7s. 2d. more than in Dublin and 4s. ld. more 
than in Cork. The change of valuation of 
the City of Waterford made a comparison of 
rates unprofitable. It must be quite clear 
that a great improvement could be brought 
about both in the services and the rates in 
Limerick. No Government Department was 
going to provide a specific for loval 
Government problems; in the end, local 
thought, local application, and local powers 
of organisation were the things that were 
oing to give them sound local government, 
in Cork eyery class had contributed to the 
thought that had been enshrined in the Cork 
City Management Bill, and it was significant 
that no class in the city in any way attacked 
the principle of a City enna. All agreed 
that they wanted a man to be chief: Execu- 
tive officer of the Corporation. 

Dublin also had contributed to a solution 
of its problem, and he was sure that they 
would get from Limerick help in the discus- 
sion of the Limeirck problem. They could 
now approach the matter in a different 
atmosphere from that which existed in 
1 They had more information at 
their disposal. He knew that they had 
their difficulties: in Limerick, and that they 
might not be solved as simply as the Cork 
difficulties. Limerick City was completely 
cat off from the County Clare on one side 
and from County Limerick on the other. 
There seemed to be great possibilities for co- 
operation there. There were services that 
Limerick City could give to the county, and 
that the county could give to the city. They 
weré socially and economically  inter- 
dependent, 

THE COUNTRY’S RESOURCES. 

If their cities were going to fulfil the 
functions of cities they must become shining 
lights of thoughl in the country. They had 
great fesources in the country, despite the 
pessimists and croakers. They had been re- 
minded recently that their population was 
dwindling» The population of any country 
that had gone down for fifty years was not 
going to make a sudden upward curve. 

THE LIMERICK RATES. 

_Mr. P. Burke. T.C., said that Limerick 
City had suffered more than any other place 
because of the change of poor law adminis- 
tration made in 1921. Why Limerick should 
be allowed to suffer as it had passed 
his comprehension. They had no power to 
compel those outside the city to contribute 
to the cost of the -olossal building at the 
other side of the river. The Government had 
continued to close their eyes to that fact. 

He blamed the Minister and the Govern- 
ment ot the country, and could find no excuse 
for their conduct in the past. They were 
not satisfied in Limerick with the treatment 
they were getting, because Dublin and Cork 
had been attended to, while Limerick had 
been neglected. 

Mr. T. J: O’Brien, ex-Mayor, said that 
they had great trouble to get their rates re- 
duced by eightpence without injury to any 
of their employés. Their water rate only 
cost fourpence in the pound, and within the 
last three years the rate for electric light 
had been reduced by 33 1-3 per cent., and the 
price of gas had been reduced by Is. 104d.

THE ESSENCE OF SUCCESS. 

Mr. Mulcahy, in reply to Mr. Burke, said 
that he realised that Limerick had been hit 
us a result of the Act of 1923; but an Act 
that did good íor the country and only hit 
one place was not bad. Limerick, under the 
Act, had the same powers to accommodate 
itself to the new conditions as Cork and 
Waterford had. He could only repeat that 
the essence of success in local government 
was that local people should tackle their own

ORGANISING COMMITTEE 
APPOINTED. 


Steps for the establishment of a. central 
creamery at Ennis have been taken -by an 
organising committee appointed by a meeting 
attended by several representative farmer's in 
the district. Mr. John Lynch, Latoon, pre- 
sided, and expert advice was given by Messrs 
D. Courtney, Irish Agricultural Organisation 
Society; Mr. D. Barry, organiser, and Mr. 
J. Mahony, chief agricultural instructor for 
the. county. 

It was pointed out at the meeting that, 
with the exception of Clare, the province 
of Munster is studded with creameries. Mid- 
land counties, in which the cattle trade and 
barley-growing industry have fallen on evil 
days, are fast turning their energies in the 
same direction. Two years ago there was 
not one creamery in Clare. Since then one 
has been ereeted at Bunratty, and three in 
the Scariff district, while within the past 
few weeks additional auxiliary creameries 
have been. organised for Feakle and Tulla. 

The movement is making progress in the 
county, and farmers are beginning to realise 
the necessity of bringing their method of 
butter producti up to date. Mr. Courtney 
reminded farmers that when creamery butter 
is being quoted at 194s. per cwt. it is 
obviously sudicidal for farmers to be putting 
a home-made commodity on the market 
which fetches only 150s. to 168s.

PROFESSOR H. H. YAPP. 


The death has taken place at Oakfield road, 
Selly Park, Birmingham, of Mr. R. H. Yapp, 
Mason Professor of ‘Botany in Birmingham 
University. Professor Yapp was the son of 
the late Richard Keysall Yapp, of Orleton, 
Herefordshire, and brother of Sir Arthur 
Yapp, National Secretary of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association. He was educated at 
Hereford and St. John’s College, Cambridge, 
where he was a scholar, and took first class 
in the Natural Science Tripos, and was Frank 
Smart student of Botany at Gonville and 
Caius College. He was Botanist to the Cam- 
bridge University exploring expedition to the 
Siamese-Malay States (1699-1900). Professor 
Yapp had held the Chairs of Botany at Uni- 
versity College, Aberystwyth, and Queen's 
University, Belfast, and had been Recorder, 
and afterwards Secretary, of the Botanical 
Section, British Association (1902-1911).

FOLKLORE SOCIETY OF 
IRELAND. 


IMPORTANCE OF PRESERVING 
RECORDS. 


The annual meeting of the Folklore Society 
of Ireland was held ‘ast night at University 
College, Dublin, Mr. P. Sugrue, President, in 
the chair. There were about forty persons 
present 

The Hon. Secretary (Mr. Liam Cogan), in 
his report, stated that the membership of the 
Society was 648. One of the objects of the 
Society had been the collection and preserva- 
tion of folk objects, household articles, trade 
equipments, native costume, and the like. 
before all trace of them had vanished. It 
was expected that. as a result of the findings 
and decisions of the Museum’s Committee of 
Inquiry, some plan might be found for coping 
with that task. 

In recent times a new danger to their 
national folklore, and to the language itself, 
had arisen. Since their last meeting ‘buses 
bad begun to open up the most remote parts 
of the country. It seemed clear that they 
would require stronger, quicker, and more 
far-reaching methods than those at first 
envisaged if this new danger was to be met. 
It would, therefore, be their special duty in 
the next year to speed up the collection of 
folk material, 

He mentioned that special efforts were made 
by Fionan rege “r & member of. the 
committee, who, in journey! through 
the country, had awakened the Tidveste Sf 
many in their work, and had enlisted almcat 
hundreds of such as members.

He is Cingalese by birth, 
and has # good command of several lan- 
guages, but, unfortunately, has little Knglish 
and no Irish; but a linguist like him will 
have no difficulty in picking. up enough of 
both languages to get on with; His name 
is Pandelayedeon Kuda Naida, but the sur- 
name generally has to suffice; life is not long 
enough for what it would be totally incorrect 
to call his Christian names. 
TACTICS AND TASTE. 

“ Dingiri ” seemed greatly relieved to reach 
the end of her long and wearisome journey 
from London. She left Addison Road Station 
at 7.30 on Thursday morning, and was most 
anxious to come ashore long before the rest 
of the cargo had been cleared out, and the 
way made ready for the landing of such an 
immense piece of goods. When she realised 
that she would have to wait her turn and 
that banging at the side of the boat would 
not hurry matters, she decided that patience 
was the better policy and turned her attention 
to other matterss A crane was busily working 
near-by, hoisting large. crates on shore, 
and every crate within “ Dingiri’s’’ reach 
got a good-natured helping shove from her 
trunk. She evidently has a sweet tooth—or 
sweet tusk, rather—as two huge cases carry- 
ing chocolate, which were stored near her, 
were sn@fed very attentively, and a most 
regretful eye followed them as they swung 
aloft and were dumped down out of her reach.

to Lendon to help them over the difficulties 
of their long journey. 

“ Dingiri”’ is fully trained, and ready for 
her duties in the way of takirz loads of 
children for trips, So as soon as che weather 
for elephant rides comes along, those who 
missed that pleasure during the past year 
can make up for lost time. 

THE MAHOUT’S DEVOTION. 

To be a mahout, it appears, is not a 
hobby’s job by any means. The genuine 
follower of that calling takes it very 
seriously. We may rest assured that the 
‘*Zoo's’’ new inmate will have, in addition 
to the usta! care and attention given in that 
establishment, the whole-hearted devotion of 
a man who regards the care of his charge as 
his vocation in life. It has been said that 
& mahout will risk his hie as a matter of 
course in the’ service of his elephant, if the 
necessity arises. In cases where an elephant 
has to be removed from a ship by means of 
a crane, his mahout insists on bemg perched 
aloft on its back. Then if disaster comes 
aud the crane drops its burden, the mahont 
shares its fate.
